Two  Peruvian  Railroad  Medals. 


Herewith  are  illustrated  two  varieties  of  medals  which  were  issued  in 
Peru  in  1870  at  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  railroad  from  Arequipa  to 
Puno.  These  medals  are  both  listed  in  Moyaux’s  work  on  railroad  medals, 
but  not  illustrated,  and  we  therefore  think  our  readers  may  find  some  in- 
terest in  looking  at  them.  The  Peruvians  have  issued  a considerable  num- 
ber of  medals  during  the  course  of  construction  of  their  railroads,  and  these 
form  a very  attractive  series,  especially  so  since  Americans  played  a very 
important  role  in  nearly  all  the  railroad  construction  in  that  country.  Chief 
among  these  was  Henry  Meiggs,  whose  name  is  shown  on  both  of  these 
medals  as  the  contractor  of  the  road.  Henry  Meiggs  was  born  in  Catskill, 
N.  Y.,  on  July  7,  1811,  and  died  at  Lima,  Peru,  on  Sept.  29,  1877.  At  one 
time  he  was  a lumber  merchant  in  San  Francisco,  but  failed  in  1854.  Later 
he  engaged  in  railroad  construction  in  Chile,  and  after  186  7 in  Peru,  where 
he  undertook  and  carried  out  extensive  public  works,  the  greatest  being 
the  Oroya  railroad  over  the  Andes. 


The  medal  above  illustrated  is  listed  by  Moyaux  as  No.  434.  On  the 
obverse,  surrounding  the  scene  of  railroad,  mountains,  &c.,  is  inscribed 
FERROCARRIL  TRASANDINO  DE  AREQUIPA  A PUNO.  Below  INJENI- 
ERO  IN  JEFE  J.  L.  THORNDYKE  CONTRATISTA  ENRIQUE  MEIGGS. 
Just  below  the  design  is  the  name  of  the  engraver  of  the  medal  c.  f.  bryant 
lima.  The  reverse  bears  the  inscription  SE  UNAUGURO  LA  OBRA  Y BEN- 
DIJO  LA  1A  PIEDRA  EL  MUY  REV.  OBISPO  DE  AREQUIPA  DR.  D. 
JOSE  BENEDICTO  TORRES  EL  29  DE  ENERO  DE  1870.  In  the  centre 

SIENDO  PRESIDENTS  DE  LA  REPUBLICA  El  ExMO  SoK  CoRNI.  D.  JOSE  BALTA 
MINISTROS  DE  ESTADO  SENORES  D.  J.  F.  BALTA  DE  GUERRA  & MARINA  D.  F.  DE  P. 
SEGADA  DE  GOBIERNO  &c.  D.  MARIANO  DORADO  de  relaciones  exts.  D. 
MANUEL  ANGULO  de  hacienda  &c.  D.  M.  F.  PAZ  SOLDAN  de  justicia  &c. 
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D.  PEDRO  BALTA  prefecto  de  arequipa  D.  MIGUEL  SAN  ROMAN  prefecto 
de  puno.  The  size  of  the  medal  is  50y2mm.,  and  it  is  known  in  silver  and 
copper.  Plain  edge. 


The  second  medal,  which  Moyaux  gives  the  number  of  4 3 5,  was  struck 
in  commemoration  of  the  same  event,  but  is  from  different  obverse  and 
reverse  dies,  although  the  inscriptions  are  the  same.  It  was  engraved  by 
r.  laubenheimer,  whose  name  appears  at  the  base  of  the  principal  obverse 
device.  Just  below  this  is  the  name  of  what  appears  to  be  the  firm  who 
struck  the  medal,  stark  & marcus.  The  diameter  of  this  medal  is  51mm. 
Silver.  Plain  edge. 


An  Interesting  Bolivian  Medal. 


The  above  medal  is  a very  striking  example  of  an  extensive  series  of 
medals  that  were  struck  in  Bolivia  in  honor  of  President  Belzu.  It  is  prob- 
ably true  that  no  single  person  in  South  America,  with  the  exception  of 
Bolivar,  has  had  so  many  medals  struck  bearing  his  name  and  achievements. 
The  obverse  of  this  piece  shows  the  portrait  of  President  Belzu,  the  inscrip- 
tion reading  M.  I.  BELZU  PRESIDENTS  CONSTITUCIONAL  DE  BOLIVIA. 
1 850.  The  reverse  central  design  shows  Hercules  with  a club  in  one  hand 
and  a torch  in  the  other,  holding  at  his  feet  the  vanquished  Hydra  of  Lerna. 
The  inscription  reads  LA  FUERZA  NACIONAL  TRIUNFO  DE  LA  ANAR- 
QUIA.  The  diameter  is  32  mm.,  the  piece  being  struck  in  silver.  The  weight 
is  13%  grams.  Rosa,  in  his  “Monetario  Americano,”  gives  this  piece  the 
number  of  722.  Manuel  Isidoro  Belzu  was  born  at  La  Paz,  Bolivia,  in  1808, 
and  was  killed  in  March,  I860.  He  headed  a revolution  in  1847  that  over- 
threw Ballivan  and  put  Gen.  Velasco  in  his  place.  The  following  year  he  re- 
belled against  Velasco,  usurping  the  presidency,  which  he  retained  until 
1855.  After  spending  several  years  in  Europe  he  returned  and  led  a revolt 
against  Melgarejo.  The  latter  attacked  him  in  the  streets  of  La  Paz  and 
killed  him  with  his  own  hand. 
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A New  Variety  of  Maryland  Penny. 


Above  we  show  an  illustration  of  what  purports  to  be  one  of  the  cele- 
brated series  of  coins  that  were  issued  by  Lord  Baltimore  for  use  in  Mary- 
land some  time  in  the  period  1660-65.  This  is  a finely  preserved  specimen 
of  the  copper  penny,  and  in  many  ways  resembles  the  piece  of  this  de- 
nomination that  has  long  been  regarded  as  the  rarest  of  the  Maryland  series. 
The  first  penny  came  to  light  in  England  many  years  ago,  and  finally  found 
its  way  to  this  country,  at  one  time  being  in  the  famous  Parmelee  collection. 
Later  it  was  owned  by  Mr.  Brock  of  Philadelphia,  who  afterward  presented 
it  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  it  now  remains  in  the  museum 
of  that  institution.  A second  specimen  came  to  notice  some  years  after  the 
discovery  of  the  first  specimen,  and  it  also,  we  learn,  fell  into  the  posses- 
sion of  Mr.  Brock,  who  presented  it  to  the  United  States  Mint  collection  in 
Philadelphia.  The  second  specimen  was  in  very  poor  condition,  but  enough 
of  the  original  design  remained  to  enable  its  character  to  be  determined. 
The  Maryland  series  of  pieces  are  known  in  a number  of  varieties,  and  have 
been  found  both  in  silver  and  copper.  It  is  understood  that  several  speci- 
mens of  the  copper  shillings  are  now  in  the  British  Museum,  and  we  have 
heard  that  copper  specimens  of  this  denomination  are  also  in  this  country. 
There  are  two  distinct  die  varieties  of  the  sixpence,  both  of  which  are  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  Wurtzbach  of  Lee,  Mass.  The  new  variety  came  into 
the  possession  of  a New  York  coin  dealer  several  years  ago  among  a lot  of 
common  coins.  The  diameter  of  the  piece  is  not  quite  21  mm.  It  has  been 
examined  by  a number  of  collectors  and  experts,  w'ho  advance  varying 
opinions  regarding  it — some  are  doubtful  of  its  authenticity,  while  others 
unhesitatingly  pronounce  the  coin  to  be  work  of  the  period  of  the  other 
Maryland  pieces.  Any  information  regarding  the  piece  or  any  observations 
will  be  welcome.

A Medal  to  Mexico's  First  President, 


The  above  very  handsome  medal  was  issued  in  1824  in  honor  of  Mexico’s 
first  President,  Gen.  Guadalupe  Victoria.  The  obverse  shows  a bust  of 
Gen.  Victoria  in  military  uniform,  the  inscription  reading  EL  EXMO.  S.  D. 
GUADALUPE  VICTORIA  PRESIDE  lo.  D.  LA  (reverse  inscription)  REPUB- 
LICA  MEXICANA.  In  the  centre  of  the  field  is  a handsomely  engraved 
representation  of  an  eagle  holding  a wriggling  snake  in  its  beak  and  right 
talons.  Around  the  eagle  in  minute  letters  is  the  inscription  j.  guerrero 
DIBU.JO  Y GRABO  EN  MXCO.  A.  DE  18  24  Y LA  DEDICA  AL  MEBITO  Y PATRIOTISMO  DEL 
mismo  s.  e.  * This  medal,  which  comes  in  silver  and  copper,  has  a diameter  of 
41mm.  It  is  mentioned  by  Fonrobert  under  No.  6583. 

Guadalupe  Victoria,  whose  real  name  was  Juan  Felix  Fernandez,  was 
born  in  Durango,  Mexico,  in  1789,  and  died  at  Perote  on  March  21,  1843. 
He  took  a prominent  part  in  the  war  of  independence,  and  adopted  the 
name  of  Guadalupe  (Mexico’s  patron  saint)  Victoria  to  commemorate  a 
victory  over  the  Spaniards.  After  assisting  in  the  overthrow  of  Iturbide 
he  became  a member  of  the  provisional  government  March,  1823 — October, 
1 824,  and  was  elected  the  first  President  of  Mexico,  serving  from  Oct.  10, 
1824,  to  April  1,  1 829. 
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A Mexican  Medal  of  the  First  Empire. 


Obverse.  Nude  bust  in  profile  to  right;  on  truncation  of  shoulder  F.  Gordillo. 

Around  the  neck  is  a narrow  ribbon  suspending  a decoration  (prob- 
ably the  cross  of  the  Order  of  the  Eagle.)  Legend:  AUGUST  * 
MEX  * I * IMPERATOR  * CONSTITUT  * (Augustine,  First  Con- 
stitutional Emperor  of  Mexico.) 

Reverse.  In  the  field  at  the  top  a radiant  star  or  sunburst,  and  below  it  an 
inscription  of  six  lines,  PROTO  MEDICATUS  | EJUS  ° QUE  ° SOD- 
ALES  | OBLATAM  ° JAM  0 FIDEM  | EXIGUO  ° HOC  ° MUNERE  | 
DENLTO  0 TESTANTUR  ° 182  3 0 (The  chief  of  the  Medical  Staff 
and  his  associates  again  testify  by  this  small  or  trifling  gift,  their 
loyalty,  already  tendered.)  Rims  and  edge  plain.  Silver  and  cop- 
per. Size  3 9 mm.  Betts  No.  22. 

Dr.  Horatio  R.  Storer,  in  his  list  of  “The  Medals,  Jetons  and  Tokens 
Illustrative  of  the  Science  of  Medicine,”  gives  a very  interesting  reference  to 
this  piece  under  No.  8 3,  which  he  derived  from  Hubert  Howe  Bancroft,  the 
well-known  historian  of  Western  America,  which  was  as  follows:  “It  is  (the 
medal  above)  commemorative  of  Augustin  I.  (Iturbide)  in  his  efforts  to  re- 
vive the  utility  and  efficiency  of  the  ‘protomedicato’  after  the  general  relax- 
ation of  all  branches  during  the  long  revolutionary  struggle.  The  proto- 
medicato was  the  office  of  a protomedico,  or  physician  acting  by  royal  ap- 
pointment in  a district.  Later  it  was  a tribunal  authorized  to  examine  and 
license  physicians,  surgeons,  pharmacists,  and  phlebotomists.  At  one  time 
it  acted  also  as  a board  of  health.  The  office  of  protomedico  existed  from  an 
early  day  after  the  conquest  of  America.  In  157  0 the  king  resolved  to  send 
out  protomedicos  generals,  wrho  had  to  reside  in  a place  having  an  audiencia, 
and  during  the  residence  of  such  officer  no  other  protomedico  could  act 
within  the  district  of  that  audiencia.  The  duties  of  the  protomedico  general 
were  to  procure  information  relative  to  the  advancement  of  medical  science, 
to  write  the  natural  history  of  his  district,  and  to  license  competent  persons 
applying  to  him  for  permission  to  practice  any  of  the  above-mentioned  pro- 
fessions. He  was  often  charged  with  the  duty  of  introducing  reforms. 

“The  protomedico  was  suppressed  by  royal  order  in  18  30,  and  ‘juntas 
superiores  de  medicina,  cirurgia  and  farmacia,’  were  created.  These  juntas 
were  in  their  turn  done  away  with  in  1839,  their  functions  being  merged  in 
the  ‘direccion  general  de  estudios.’  I believe  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
Spanish-American  republics  have  followed  that  example.” 
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A Rare  Medal  of  Haiti, 


Quite  a number  of  medals  were  struck  in  honor  of  Henri  Christophe, 
at  one  time  King  of  Haiti,  the  above  being  one  of  the  rarest  of  them.  Chris- 
tophe, a negro,  was  born  in  Haiti  in  1767,  dying  in  1820.  He  took  part  in 
the  revolution  of  17  90,  and  was  a trusted  general  of  Toussaint  Louverture, 
serving  against  the  French.  Later  he  commanded  under  Dessalines  in  the 
black  republic  of  northern  Haiti,  and  succeeded  him  in  18  06.  After  war- 
ring with  Petion  for  several  years  Christophe  in  1811  was  proclaimed  King 
of  Haiti,  and  crowned  on  June  of  that  year  as  Henri  I.  He  shot  himself  at 
Port  au  Prince  in  1820.  The  medal  above  illustrated  was  issued  in  the  year 
of  his  accession  to  the  Haitian  throne.  The  obverse  inscription  reads  HEN- 
RI LE  GRAND  PRESIDENT  D’HAITI.  1811.  The  reverse  shows  in  the 
centre  a sun  rising  from  the  sea,  above  eleven  stars.  Around  the  central 
device  reads  LIBERTE  ET  INDEPENDANCE.  The  outer  inscription  reads 
LA  RELIGION  ET  LES  LOIS  RESTABLIS.  Below  L’AN  8.  The  metal  is 
silver,  gilded,  with  a diameter  of  4 0 mm. 


An  Allegiance  Medal  of  Toluca  to  the  First 

Mexican  Congress. 


In  the  April  Bulletin,  on  Page  14,  we  referred  to  a medal  of  allegiance 
to  the  first  Mexican  Congress  issued  by  the  City  of  Oaxaca  on  April  14, 
1 822.  This  month  we  have  the  pleasure  to  show  an  illustration  of  a medal 
issued  by  the  City  of  Toluca  on  May  12,  1822,  for  the  same  purpose.  This 
medal,  which  comes  in  silver,  has  a diameter  of  34  mm.  The  reverse  in- 
scription reads  TOLUCA  EN  LA  FELIZ  PROCLAMACION  DE  LA  YNDEPA. 
DEL  YMPERIO  MEJICANO  A 1 2 DE  MAYO  D 1822.  (Toluca  in  the  happy 
proclamation  of  the  independence  of  the  Mexican  Empire  May  12,  1822.)

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An  Early  Medal  Relating  to  America. 


The  medal  illustrated  above  is  one  of  a number  of  pieces  struck  at  the 
time  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  George  Whitefield,  one  of  America’s  early  re- 
vivalists. So  far  as  known,  all  of  these  medals  were  struck  in  England.  The 
number  of  the  above  is  5 26  in  Betts’  “Colonial  History  Illustrated  by  Con- 
temporary Medals.’’  In  the  same  work  are  listed  two  other  varieties,  but 
the  editors  state  that  there  are  still  other  mortuary  medals,  which  were  men- 
tioned in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle,  Third  Series,  VI.,  pp.  318-9. 

The  Rev.  George  Whitefield  was  born  at  Gloucester,  England,  Dec.  27, 
1714,  and  died  at  Newburyport,  Mass.,  on  Sept.  30,  1770.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  Methodism  and  a celebrated  pulpit  orator.  Educated  at  Glouces- 
ter and  Oxford,  he  became  associated  with  the  Methodists  at  the  latter  place, 
and  was  ordained  deacon  in  1773.  He  visited  Georgia  in  this  country  in 
1738;  returning  to  England  the  same  year,  he  was  ordained  a priest.  He 
began  open-air  preaching  at  Bristol  with  great  success,  and  again  visited 
America  in  1739-41,  where  he  preached  in  New  England,  New  York,  Georgia, 
and  elsewhere.  He  visited  America  for  the  third  time  in  17  44-4  8,  and  sev- 
eral times  later.  He  returned  to  America  for  the  last  time  in  1769,  and 
died  here  in  the  following  year. 

The  obverse  of  the  above  medal  shows  his  bust,  with  the  inscription 
REVD.  GEORGE  WHITEFIELD.  The  reverse  shows  in  the  centre  a figure 
of  Faith,  standing  at  the  right,  supporting  a cross  and  leaning  upon  a tomb, 
on  which  is  an  urn;  on  the  tomb  DIED  30  SEP.  1770  56.  On  a scroll 

behind  the  figure  BY  GRACE  ARE  YE  SAVED.  Around  the  border  is  in- 
scribed AN  ISRAELITE  INDEED,  A GOOD  SOLDIER  OF  JESUS  CHRIST. 

The  medal  comes  in  copper  and  is  34  mm.  in  diameter,  with  plain  edge. 
Conder  mentions  it  on  Page  209,  No.  59. 


Fifth  Ward  Museum  Hotel  Token. 


A token  that  should  be  of  interest  especially  to  those  who  are  interest- 
ed in  old  New  York  is  the  above,  which  evidently  did  service  at  one  time  as 
a restaurant  check  at  a period  when  the  money  of  New  York  was  computed 
by  shillings  and  pence,  for  this  token  represents  the  value  of  “two  and  six- 
pence.’’ The  hotel  was  located  on  the  corner  of  West  Broadway  and  Frank- 
lin Street,  and  was  a famous  place  in  its  day.  Its  proprietor  was  Tom  Riley, 
who  fitted  up  his  establishment,  with  all  sorts  of  curios,  among  which  coins 
played  a very  important  part.  “In  a large  room,  reached  by  wide  stairs 
from  the  street,”  states  Charles  I-Iemstreet  in  his  “Nooks  and  Corners  of  Old 
New  York,”  “were  objects  of  interest  and  art  in  glass  cases — pictures  of 
statesmen,  uniforms  of  the  soldiers  of  all  nations,  Indian  war  implements, 
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famous  belongings  of  celebrated  men,  as  well  as  such  simple  curiosities  as  a 
two-headed  calf.  On  Franklin  Street,  before  Riley’s  door,  was  a marble 
statue  minus  a head,  one  arm,  and  sundry  other  parts.  It  was  all  that  re- 
mained of  the  statue  of  the  Earl  of  Chatham,  William  Pitt,  which  had  stood 
in  Wall  Street  until  dragged  down  by  British  soldiers.  For  twenty-five 
years  the  battered  wreck  had  lain  in  the  corporation  yard,  until  found  and 
honored  by  Riley.  At  the  latter’s  death  the  Historical  Society  took  the  re- 
mains of  the  statue,  and  it  is  in  its  rooms  yet.” 

The  contents  of  the  hotel  were  sold  at  auction  many  years  ago,  and 
catalogues  are  still  obtainable  of  the  sale.  Quite  a number  of  coins  of  the 
more  common  varieties  were  catalogued.  An  illustration  of  the  hotel  is 
shown  in  one  of  Valentine’s  Manuals. 

The  piece  is  struck  in  brass,  with  a diameter  of  2 2 mm.,  and  is  very 
rare.  We  do  not  know  but  this  specimen,  which  is  in  the  fine  store  card 
collection  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  and  we  thank  Curator 
Wood  for  the  privilege  of  getting  a photograph  of  it.

An  Unusual  Countermark  of  Costa  Rica. 


The  above  illustration  shows  a United  States  half  dollar  of  1837  bear- 
ing the  countermark  of  Costa  Rica.  Quite  a number  of  coins  of  the  latter 
country  are  known  bearing  countermarks,  which  are  of  various  kinds.  The 
one  herewith  shown  is  somewhat  different  from  the  others.  The  obverse 
shows  the  emblematic  tree  of  Costa  Rica,  with  “1  R” — one  real.  Around 
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the  border  is  inscribed  HABILITADA  EN  COSTA  RICA.  J.  B.  (The  latter 
initials  stand  for  the  mint  assayers. ) The  reverse  stamp  shows  the  design 
of  the  sun  rising  beyond  a range  of  three  mountains,  the  inscription  reading 
REPUB.  DEL  CENT.  DE  AMER.  1849.  There  is  also  a large  figure  “4.” 
The  latter  is  evidently  intended  to  show  the  actual  denomination  of  four 
reals,  which  is  about  the  equivalent  of  the  United  States  half  dollar.  This 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  counterstamps  of  one  real  value  were  used  on 
all  coins  irrespective  of  their  intrinsic  value  as  an  evidence  of  Government 
approbation,  the  current  value  being  determined  by  the  figure. 


Medal  Commemorating  the  Completion  of  the 

Oroya  Railroad. 


The  above  medal  commemorates  the  completion  of  what  is  regarded  as 
the  most  remarkable  railroad  in  the  world,  considering  the  engineering 
difficulties  involved,  and  was  constructed  by  Henry  Meiggs.  This  road, 
which  extended  from  Callao,  the  Pacific  seaport  of  Peru,  to  Oroya,  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Andes,  had  a length  of  222  kilometers,  and  cost  about 
$200,000  per  kilometer.  Through  its  medium  it  is  possible  to  pass  in  eight 
hours  from  a tropical  climate  to  a region  of  eternal  snows.  The  highest 
point  of  the  railroad  is  4780  meters,  very  little  less  than  Mont  Blanc  in 
Europe  or  Pike’s  Peak  in  Colorado.  The  grades  at  times  reach  4 per  cent. 

The  obveise  of  the  medal  shows  a train  leaving  a tunnel  and  travel- 
ing to  the  right,  where  are  located  a church  and  some  houses.  In  the 
background  is  a range  of  three  mountains.  Below  is  a vicuna;  also  the 
name  of  c.  e.  bryant  lima.  Around  the  edge  is  inscribed  FERRO-CARRIL 
CENTRAL  TRASANDINO  SECCION  DEL  CALLAO  A LA  OROYA.  Below 
INJENIERO  EN  JEFE  E.  MALINOWSKI.  CONTRATISTA  ENRIQUE 
MEIGGS.  The  reverse  is  inscribed  SE  INAUGURO  LA  OBRA  Y BENDIJO 
La  1a  PIEDRA  EL  YMC.  SR.  ARZo.  DE  LIMA  D.  D.  SEB.  GOYENECHE  Y 
BARREDA  EL  lo  DE  ENERO  DE  1870.  In  the  centre  the  inscription  is  the 
same  as  on  Nos.  4 34  and  4 3 5,  giving  the  name  of  the  President  of  the  Re- 
public, with  those  of  the  members  of  his  cabinet,  but  omitting  the  names 
of  the  prefects  of  Arequipa  and  Puno,  which  appear  on  the  latter-named 
varieties. 

This  medal,  which  is  listed  in  Moyaux  as  4 32,  has  a diameter  of  5 0*4 
mm.,  with  a plain  edge.  It  comes  in  silver  and  copper. 
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A Yucatan  Hacienda  Token. 


An  intei  esting  series  of  metallic  pieces  are  the  hacienda,  or  estate, 
tokens  of  Mexico,  of  which  there  is  a large  variety,  in  all  sorts  of  base  met- 
als, some  of  which  are  quite  interesting  and  of  attractive  designs.  The  one 
above  wcs  issued  on  an  estate  in  Yucatan,  which  is  one  of  the  most  prosper- 
ous of  the  Mexican  states.  The  chief  design  shows  a man  attending  to  what 
seems  to  be  a sisal  plant.  The  latter  is  one  of  the  principal  sources  of 
wealth  of  Yucatan,  and  a commercial  commodity  that  is  of  much  interest 
here  in  the  United  States,  which  uses  the  major  proportion  of  the  produc- 
tion. Around  the  border  reads  MIGUEL  ESPINOSA  RENDON.  Below  is 
the  word  CONVENCIONAL.  The  reverse  inscription  reads  HACIENDA 
CHINKILA.  6%  YUCATAN.  1889.  The  metal  is  copper-nickel  and  the  diam- 
eter is  23%  mm.
